| First Senatorial Convention 


Breaks Up in Fist Fight 
After a Challenge. 


“RUMP” SESSION FOLLOWS 


Hanecy Crowd Nominates a 
Ticket of Its Own After 
the Rivals Depart. 


As the result of arbitrary tactics, the re- 
publican convention of the First senatorial 
district, held last night at Indiana avenue 
and Thirty-first street, split in a riot and 
nominated two sets of candidates for repre- 
sentatives. 

One faction, headed by Charles Wathier, 
George Turner, and James Wagner of the 
First and Second wards, nominated Jacob 
Boll, member of the last house, and Edward 
Green, colored, the latter to succeed E. H. 
Morris. 

The other crowd, of which Jude Hanecy 
and Bob McDonald were the leaders, 
put up Henry Z. Durand of the First ward 
and renominated Morris. 

The trouble started before the delegates 
convened. There were mutterings among the 
negroes against Morris. It was the third 
time the convention had met. Dr. George H. 
Bills of the First ward, a Wathier adherent, 
previously elected, was in the chair, and 
James Wagner was secretary. Mr. Wathier 
proposed the names of Boll and Green and 
moved that they be nominated by acclama- 


tion. 
Poli a Come on Riot Call 

Demands were made by. the Hanecy crowd 
for a roll call, but they were not heeded. The 
chairman put the motion, the vote was taken, 
and he declared it carried. 

The vote was challenged, but Chairman 
Bilis refused to recognize the challenge. 
This threw the convention into an uproar 
and the delegates became involved in an 
ugly tangle, with an all around “ slug- 
ging bee.” Riot calls were gent to the Cot- 
tage Grove station for a detail of police and 
a wagon load soon arrived at the hall. 

Their presence aided the three policemen 
who had been there all the time, and order 
partly was restored. During the turmoil 
Bills declared the convention adjourned, and 
several of the delegates left. Frank Alsten 
was thrown from the platform and injured, 
but no arrests were made.

The weekly review of trade in the Chicago 
cantile agency, will say: 
Agricultural prosperity being an essential 
ve trade, it is gratifying to 
note that harvesting has started 1 
ly, and that crop reports, as a whole, are 
decidedly encouraging. Prices of products 
are at a high average, and, in view of ap- 


prising that heavy liquidation and declining 
values have appeared in the grain markets. 
Further recessions will stimulate improved 
buying, especially for milling and foreign ac- 
count. 

Provisions have been in strong demand, 
with quotations advanced, and this has im- 


presents larger returns to growers. Re 
ceipts at the primary markets indicate heav- 
fer marketings, and railroad traffic is cor- 
respondingly benefited. 

Local Developments Are Favorable.

Currént trade conditions are without 
change and collections continue slow as a 
rule, but there is growing confidence in the 
future, dealers exhibiting an inclination to 
poy. for fall and winter on a larger scale. 
There is still much complaint that the 
weather is unseasonable for retail distribu- 
tion, and payments are not prompt. Re- 
ports regarding the building trades are al- 
most uniformly favorable, structural work 
increasing as the season advances, and trans- 
porting prospects are brighter on the lakes. 
Railway earnings, now practically complete 
for April, show a loss of only 2.9 per cent 
compared with last year, and surpass the 
corresponding month of any preceding year. 
The decline in the cost of living has continued 
without interruption since March 1. 


As Viewed by Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: | 
Trade and industry are quiet as a whole, 
and interest centers largely on the progress 
of the crops. This latter situation is not 
clearly defined as yet, and spotted conditions 
are in evidence, but with the general trend in 
the direction of improvement. The lake 
etrike, though apparently weakening, is still 
detrimental to many lines of business along 
the northern border, In portions of Colorado 
disorders growing out of Ainionistic troubles 
have affected business, but the situation is 
apparently on the mend.
